*** The Brantley Bulldogs saw their season end last 
week with a tough loss to Leroy, and while I am sure the 
coaches would disagree, I told folks before the game was 
played that it looked like the ‘perfect storm’ brewing for 
the Bulldogs. The storm I saw coming was due to the 
fact Brantley was coming off a big playoff road win over 
previously undefeated Linden, its biggest playoff rival in 
recent years, and that another long road game was straight 
ahead against Leroy, a 2A power that had moved down 
to the 1A ranks, that Leroy was a team the Bulldogs had 
never played and was perhaps a team the players couldn’t 
really get excited about playing after the emotional win the 


week before. Whether you agree or not, Brantley was no’ 


match for the physical Bears that dominated the game for 
all four quarters and had no answers on how to escape with 
a win. The loss hurt, but one game doesn’t define a team

*** The 2022 Elba Tiger football season is now in 
the history books ‘and while it did have a disappointing 
ending after an undefeated regular season, it was a year in 
which the Tigers did add some pages to their rich football 
history. Elba kicked off its second century on the gridiron 
and recorded its 600th win all-time to grab the headlines. 
The 2022 Tigers were only the eighth team in 101 years to 
win 11 games in a season, were the first team to win eight 
region games in a season and were only the seventh team 
all-time to post an undefeated regular season. The offense 
scored a total of 491 points, the fifth most in 101 years 
and the most ever by a.team in a. 12-game season. The 
defense allowed a total of 176 points, which was the fewest 
allowed since the championship season back in 2015. 
Coach Mare Sieving also put his name in the record books 
as he is now the fifth winningest coach all-time at Elba 
High among a total of 39 coaches with 27 wins in three 
seasons. He is also only the seventh coach ever to record at 
least 20 wins in a career as the leader of the Tigers.

_ Ilove Thanksgiving for many reasons. It officially kicks 
off the Holiday season and it is a day for family, football, 
and food. However, I think the thing I love the most about 
_ Thanksgiving is the fact that if we are giving thanks for our 
blessings, we are also acknowledging that there is some- 


one to whom we are thankful. 


Growing up I didn’t enjoy Thanksgiving as much 
because we would always go to my grandparents’ house 
which would normally be a good thing, but Thanksgiving 
was different. We couldn’t run and play because we had 
to dress up like we were going to church, I still don’t like 
wearing a tie, and we all sat in the same spot around the 


table every year. 


Apparently, my grandparents only had a certain number 
of chairs: I was the youngest grandchild and when I came 
along all the chairs had been taken. I know this because 
until I was about 7 yrs. old, I sat in a highchair.
